“I went with my wife this morning to 
the polling booth. At a table sat four men. 

e were asked our names, and gave them, 
together with our numbers on the votin 
list. The numbers were turned up, od 
two of the men scored out our names 
on two separate lists. A third tore yellow 
forms from a block, and passed them to 
us, while a fourth provided us similarly 
with white forms. 

““ Both yellow form and white form were 
numbered. My wife declares that the 
officer with the white forms jotted our 
numbers on his block. 

‘“ Question : Where is the secrecy of the 
ballot? °’ 

If it is any consolation to my correspon- 
dent, I can assure him that the same 
thing happened to everybody. The voter's 
number actually is inscribed on the 
counterfoil of his voting paper, to serve 
as evidence in case a scrutiny should be 
required at any time. 

But, in fact, it is extremely difficult 
to obtain access to these counterfoils once 
they have been sealed and put away— 
which is done immediately after the ballot. 
They can only be produced by an order 
from the High Court. 


Check Upon Personaticn 


This check has not often had an oppor- 
te prove its efficacy. There. has been no 
occasion for it since the Free State came 
into being, but a situation could easily 
arise in which it would be necessary. 

For example, Mr. O’Hartigan is a 
candidate—presumezbly defeated. Some 
time after the election he meets his friend 
Mr. Egge, who confesses that he had 
abstained from voting. Mr. O’Hartigan 
mentions this fact to his election agent 
who has been in the polling beoth, and 
recalls that somebody actually did vote 
under the name of Mr. Egge.

Entente has been opposed vigorously to 
any kind of treaty revision, while Poland, 
at times, has seeméd to favour the 
German point of view. The situation has 
been complicated by the fact that Poland 
and Czechoslovakia have been on very 
bad terms. Poland never has forgiven the 
Czechs for the Teschen affair just after 
the war, and, although the two nations 
are Slavonic, and are threatened almost 
equally by Germany’s foreign policy, they 
never have been able to come to reasonable 
terms. It is reported that King Carol 
was most anxious to act as & kind of 
mediator between Warsaw and Prague,

country. In spite of this apparent rebuff

The Labour 
Party in the House of Commons, greatly 
disturbed by the situation, will move the 
adjournment of the House on Monday if 
there are no satisfactory developments 


during the week-end. 


France in Financial Straits 

One of the suggestions most frequently 
made in connection with the financial crisis 
in France is that the Government should 
endeavour to make ends meet by increased 
taxation as a method far preferable to 
that of debasing the currency. Tt is un- 
fortunate, however, that the policy of tho 
Government during tlie past year has 
seriously affected that part of the popula- 
tion which, in normal circumstances, 
would be able to meet demands. The small 
capitalist and the manufacturer have had 
to bear the burden of all the new labour 
regulations, as in France there are 
innumerable small works employing from 
ten to fifteen men. In most cases theso 
factories have been in existence for many 
years, being family affairs, with the owner- 
ship passing on from father to son. With 
hard work they were made to give a 
moderate return, even in difficult times ; 
but the enforcement of the forty-hour week 
and new wages scales have been sufficient 
to destroy the margin of profits. Accord- 
ingly, the owners Sa shut down their 
works completely, or have discharged their 
employés, and endeavoured to carry on 
in a small way with the help of unpaid 
relations. In other words, the taxable 
income of this class has virtually dis- 
appeared, and people would resist to the 
greatest possible extent any move of the 


Government to increase direct taxation so 


long as the present, Socialist policy is 
pursued, since they can see nothing but 
ruin ahead of them. This factor is likely 
to become one of increased importance in 
the economic situation. The dissatisfaction 


of the small employer is shared by his 
workmen, who attribute the loss of their 
positions to the Government's policy. 


National Liberals Elated 


The little band of National Liberals in 


the House of Commons are elated with the 


result of the St. Ives by-election yesterday, 


and it has strengthened their determina- 
tion to contest many more seats at the next 
general election. St. Ives was regarded as 
a test between the two Liberal groups, with 
certain factors in favour of the Opposition 
Liberals. The Nationa] Liberals offer the 
Suggestion that where a Conservative 
retires they should ba given the con- 
stituency to contest. and that other 
constituencies might be allotted to them 
by arrangement. The whole matter is one 
of some embarrassment to the Conservative 


Central Office, which cannot dictate to 


local associations, while one Conservative 
member who was asked by the National 
Liberals for leave to set up an organisa- 
tion in his constituency: immediately re- 
jected the idea. stating that he already 
had the support of the National Liberals 
there, and he could not approve of the 
creation of an organisation which micht 
at some future time be used against him. 


Labour Survey 


Mr. Ernest Brown, the Minister of 


Labour, will on Tuesday. introduce the 
estimates of his department in the House 
of Commons, when he wil] have an oppor- 
tunity of making a general survey of the 
work of his Ministry. Mr. W. S Morrison. 
Minister of Agriculture, is to move the 
second reading of the Government’s Acri- 
cultural Bill on Monday. The purpose of 
this bill is to assist farmers to incre>se 
the fertility of their land, and it provides 
for the payment of a subsidy in respect of 
crops of oats and barley, and raises the 
limit of the quantity of wheat for which 
Payment may be made under the Wheat 
Act at full rate Tt also provides further 
increased grants for land drainage, and 
carrying out a campaign ‘against animal 


iseases. This bil] will be again considered 


on Thursday and Friday. 
Unemployment Figures

of several important industries during the 
past month. The heavy industries are 
working at full pressure, and orders are 
increasing in the electrical trade.

The defeat of General Richard Mulcahy in 
the North-East Dublin constituency caused 
considerable surprise. Mr. Mulcahy was 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health in Mr, Cosgrave’s Government, 
and was one of the most hard-working 
politicians, both when his party was in 
power and when it was in Opposition. 

| A prominent member of the I.R.A., he 
}succeeded General Michael Collins as 
Commander-in-Chief, and was principally 
responsible for the organisation of the 
State military forces following the Treaty. 
He had previously been Chief of Staff of 
the Irish Volunteers from 1918 to 1921, 
and during that period he represented the 


Clontarf ‘Division as a Sinn Fein member 
of the House of Commons.

FIRE FOLLOWED 
BY EXPLOSIONS 


TWENTY-SEVEN MEN 
‘DEAD 
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WENTY-SEVEN men are re- 
ported to have lost their lives 

ag the result: of fire, followed by 
explosions, at Brymbo Colliery, 
Charlerton, ‘Stoke-on-Trent, yester- 
day morning, and nine others are in 


' Among those known to be dead are Mr. 
John Cocks, joint managing director of the 
Shelton Iron, Steel and Doal Company, 
Lid. ; Mr. H. Finney, Senior Inspector of 
Mines; Mr. J. Bloor, Sub-Inspector oi 
Mines; and Mr. H, L. Adkins, under 
manager, all of whom went into the heart 
of the explosion area with rescue parties. 

About 200 are understood to have been 
in the pit at the time of the explosion. 

A group of forty night-shift coal cutters 
were working when there was a cry of 
“Fire.” A cascade of sparks was seen 
near some machinery. “Run for it” 
shouted the overman, and the men ran for 
the pit bottom “‘ faster than the wind,” as 
one of them described it. 

Then came an explosion which killed 
three miners. Rescue teams descended, 
and while they worked saving the injured 
from the blazing coalface and sealing off 
the affected areas, there was another 
terrible explosion. Four members of one 
team of five were killed outright. The 
TA “uaim dazed and stunned, escaped. 
Colliery officials and other rescue men in 
another part were also caught by the ex- 
plosion. Seventeen entombed men were of 
this party. 

Soon the affected. area of the pit was 
an inferno. and the rescue teams could 
work only with great difficulty and for 
When they returned to the 
surface some of them carried dead canaries 
in cages—gassed. Tons of sand were 
taken by lorries to the pit for use in seal- 
ing off the burning area. 


SCENE AT PITHEAD 


There were heartrending scenes at the 
pithead as the bodies of the dead and 
the injured were brought to the surface. 
Miners and rescue workers doffed their 
caps and stood with bowed heads as the 
stretcher parties went past to the casualty 
clearing station. 

Eight men were rescued alive. 

There were feverish scenes at the North 
Staffordshire Royal Infirmary as am- 
bulances brought in the badly burned men. 


fourteen bodies lying in huddled positions 
at the coal face. ; 

The officia! account of the disaster posted 
at the pithead stated :— . 

“ A fire which occurred at the working 
face in the 4ft. seam, between the hours 
of 6.30 a.m. and 7 a.m. to-day, was later 
followed by an explosion, in which three 
men lost their lives. 

‘‘In the process of rescue operations 
and sealing off the affected areas another 
explosion occurred, involving several 
persons, 

‘* Eight persons have been rescued alive, 
and rescue operations are still in pro- 
gress.”’ 

Many miners who had escaped volun- 
teered for rescue work, and returned to 
the burning coal face. Ten rescue teams 
were working, but last night the intense 
heat prevented them from reacking the 
seat of the disaster, though it was under- 
stood that the fire had been extinguished. 

While it was understood that the. total 
number of the dead was 20, late last night 
there were a number of men still un- 
accounted for. In the gathering darkness 
almost the whole of the population cf the 
little mining village of Chesterton gathered

_ As the President, who was accompanied by Captain Sean Brennan, 
his aide-de-camp, drove up the quadrangle, Sir Thomas Molony, the 
Vice-Chancellor of the University and the Provost (Mr. W. E, Thrift) 
were waiting to receive him. 
them, preceded by the Chief Steward, carrying the two and a half 
centuries old silver Mace of the College, and accompanied by a number 
of members of the Board dressed in their robes, walked into the reading 
room, where a large.gathering of distinguished people, men and women, 
were assembled. | 


As the President climbed the steps leading to the gallery, from where 
he afterwards declared open the building, there was loud applause, which 
was sustained for some moments. 


The President took a seat beside the Vice-Chancellor, and then Dr. 
Thrift, who also was given an ovation, introduced him to the people.

Having made the quotation given above 
the President read from a slip another 
quotation from Davis, which, he said, 
would be appropriate to an occasion like 
that. It was: “ Beside a library how 
poor are all the other greatest deeds of 
man—his constitution, brigade, factory, 
man-of-war, cathedral—how poor are all 
miracles in comparison! Look at that wall 
of motley calf-skin; open these slips of 
inked rags—who would fancy them as 
valuable as the rows of stamped cloth 
in a warehouse ? 

‘Yet Aladdin’s Lamp was a child’s 
kaleidoscope in comparison. There the 
thoughts and deeds of the most efficient 
men during the three thousand years are 
accumulated, and everyone who will learn 
a few conventional signs—twenty-six 
(magic) letters—can pass at pleasure from 
Plato to Napoleon ; from the Argonauts to 
the Afghans; from the proven mathe- 
matics of La Place to the mythology of 
Egypt and the lyrics of Burns.” 


INVITATION TO THE YOUNG 


President de Valera said that he did not 
know any invitation which would be more 
inspiring than that which Davis continued 
to address to his young reader: “ Young 
reader, pause steadily and look at this fact 
till it blaze before you.

THE NEW BUILDING 


The new reading room is an octagonal. 
shaped building on the site formerly 
occupied by the Lecky statue, which has 
been removed to a place between the 
Library and the Campanile.

MEANS OF TESTING THE 


COURSE

Tae wireless eguipment of the 
Cambria and Caledonia, which 
are to make test flights preparatory 
to the establishment of a commercial 
trans-Atlantic service, has been con- 
structed in the aircraft establishment 
of the Marconi Company, at Hack- 
bridge, near the London airport at 
Croydon. | 

Flying, as these liners will, by night as 
well as bw day, over great distances and 
in all weathers—the longest stage between 
Foynes, on the Shannon, in Ireland, and 
Botwood, Newfoundland,’ is just under 
2,000 miles—and having to communicate 
and co-operate with the British Air 
Ministry, the Irish Free State, and the 
Canadian and American wireless systems, 
the wireless installations have to be far 
more flexible and cover wider wave-bands 
than the earlier Empire boat equipment. 

The sets to be fitted in the trans-Atlantic 
aircraft will work on short, intermediate 
and medium -wave-lengths. Direction- 
finding circuits for visual or aural use 
fre incorporated. When using the visual 
indicator the pilot has only to watch a 
smali centre-reading instrument, mounted 
on the dashboard, to see whether he is 
fiying on his course and which way to turn 
to regain it if he has drifted off. 


NOT DEPENDENT ON 
GROUND STATIONS 


By using aural reception, the rotatable 
frame aerial enables the operator to take 
cross bearings on various land stations or 
on ships, and thus work out the position 
of the aircraft without any assistance from 
the ground stations. 

The sets have three aerials. One, the 
rotatable frame aerial, is arranged so that 
it can be withdrawn into the hull of the 
aircraft when not in use. The second is a 
‘trailing aerial for communication when 
the machine is in flight, or when extreme 
distances must be covered on medium 
waves, The third aerial is. the fixed aerial, 
running from the tail to a king post 
above the wireless compartment. This 
aerial is used for short-wave working, and 
can also be used fer medium-wave 
working while the aircraft is on the water, 
the trailing aerial not then being avail: 
able. 

The power for the wireless equipment 1s 
supplied from a motor-driven generator, 
which is driven from: the aircraft 
accumulators, and which provides high and 
low tension for the wireless apparatus. A 
special light-weight petrol engine is also 
fitted so that the motor generator can be 
driven, even when the aircraft accumu- 
lators are out of action either through 
emergency or for any other reason.

The delays are catising some perturba- 
tion among the growing army of officials 
here, as it is imperative that the 
Caledonia should make a flight out over 
the ocean before Monday in order to cali- 
brate the special short-wave direction-find- 
ing equipment which it is carrying. 

The latest addition to the officials here 
is Mr. Robert Brenard, of Imperial Air- 
ways, who arrived this morning, Later in 
the day a party of B.B.C, engineers 
arrived from se fis They are planning 
to relay the voice of Captain A. 8. Wilcock- 
son, the commander of the Caledonia, 
when his flying boat is about an hour out 
from the Irish coast on her flight to New- 
foundland, 

It is now expected that another flying 
boat of the Empire class will fly over to 
Foynes on Monday with some British Air 
Ministry officials, including Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir Francis Shelmerdine, Director 
of Civil Aviation.

'BRMAN Y and Italy have rejected 
tlie Anglo-French plan to take 
over the sea patrol of the Spanish 
eoást, and have suggested a recon- 
struction of the entire Spanish super- 
vision system. Their decision was 
officially announced yesterday in a 
joint statément issued by the Italian 
mbassy. 

Britain and France are adhering to their 
stand that. the naval control scheme must 
be reconstituted, otherwise they wil] have 
to reconsider their attitude towards non- 
intervention as a whole. 

In Rome there was a strong feeling that 
Europe is at the parting of the ways, and 
that the whole future of the relations 
between the Fascist form of government 
and democracy is in the balance. 


NON-INTERVENTION 


The following is the joint Italo-German 
statement :— 

“The German and the Italian Govern- 
ments have been in consultation these last 
days on the actual situation of non-inter- 
vention in Spain. They are firmly resolved 
to maintain the principle of non-interven- 
tion. i 
“The proposal put forward. in the 
statement which our Chairman made on 
behalf of the British and the French 
Governments on Tuesday, June 29; cannot 
be considered by the German and the 
Italian Governments as a satisfactory solu- 
tion of this problem, for the reasons which 
have already been given in vur previous 
iyeeting. 

‘‘ The main reason is that the equality 
of treatment to the two Soe in Spain 
which was granted under the Four Powers’ 
Scheme has been disturbed in the favour 
of one party in Spain. ' | 
__ “* The two Governments are conscious of 
the real difficulties of the situation, and 


all to seek new ways and methods to make 
non-intervention as effective as possible. 

“ With this main idea they have agreed

GERMAN VIEWS 


According to German circles in London, 
the grant of belligerent rights would have 
the effect of stopping the illegitimate trade 
in arms which had been carried on by 
ships flying either the Spanish flag or the 
flag of a nOn-intervention Power, because 
such trade would be controlled by the two 
belligerents. At the same time, Germany 
suggesis that the agreement of the two 
parties in Spain should be sought. fur ‘an 
undertaking to respect ships carrying an 
international observer-—that is to say, 
that. ships which had already passed 
through the control would not have to 
submit te the right of search to which the 
belligerents are entitled. An endeavour 
would also be made to secure freedom from 
interference for the international ‘sea 
traffic passing through the Straits .-of 
Gibraltar. 

German official quarters express dis- 
appointment that Germany’s proposal 
submitted to the Non-Intervention Com: 
mittee has met with disfavour. ‘‘ We are 
disappointed and astonished that our 
proposal, which had been very thoroughly 
prepared, has been rejécted so rapidly 
and without any close examination, and 
this despite the sacrifice we made in being 
willing to grant Red Valencia the rights 
of a belligerent nation,” an official spokes 
man said to Reuter last night. ‘‘ The 
British Note had asked us to make a pro- 
posal, and we thought our plan was quite 
acceptable.’’ 

At the Non-Intervention Sub-Committee 


‘meeting yesterday the Soviet Ambassador 


made a number of criticisms of the scheme, 
but, also in common with the other dele- 
gates, with the exception of the British, 
agreed to refer the new situation which 
had arisen to his Government. 

It was decided to.communicate the views 
expressed by the various delegates to the 
other members of the Non-Intervention 
Committee not represented on the Sub 
Committee, and it was left to the Chair 
man to call a full Committee meeting some 
time next week to discuss the situation.
